Swimming 

Regulations 

What  would  be  more  inviting  as 
an  afternoon  deviation  from  stu¬ 
dies  than  an  hour  in  our  own 
pool?  Not  only  for  your  sake,  but 
for  the  sake  of  the  other  students 
of  GSCW,  the  directors  of  swim¬ 
ming  find  that  they  must  have 
certain  regulations. 

Before  a  girl  can  enter  the  pool, 
she  must  have  a  medical  exam¬ 
ination  and  the  official  sanction 
of  tjhe  college  physician.  This 
certificate  is  put  on  record  and 
is  checked  before  you  are  allowed 
to  swim. 

A  person  must  also  have  the 
official  word  from  Dr.  Hires  after 
any  Illness  before  swimming,  and 
must  be  free  from  any  major  or 
minor  infection  of  the  nose, 
throat,  ears,  eyes,  skin,  feet,  or 
scalp. 

So  that  each  one  of  you  may 
know  the  regulations  concerning 
the  pool,  here  are  the  very  essen¬ 
tial  rules. 

Personal  Cleanliness 

1.  Before  putting  on  your  suit, 
take  a  cleansing  shower  with  soap 
and  water,  remove  make-up,  and 
wash  carefully  between  toes. 

2.  Use  toilet  before  you  take  a 
swim. 

3.  Step  in  footbath  with  both 
feet  for  ten  seconds.  Remove  all 
adhesive,  com  plastert. 

4.  Always  wear  a  bathing  cap 
that  will  cover  the  hair  com¬ 
pletely. 

5.  When  necessary  to  expecto¬ 
rate,  use  gutter. 

6.  Do  not  bring  Jewelry  or  other 
valuables  tto  the  pool 

7.  Get  rid  of  gum  before  enter¬ 
ing  the  pool. 

8.  Do  not  swim  during  men¬ 
strual  period. 

Safety 

1.  Never  enter  the  pool  until 
the  Instructor  is  present  and  gives 
the  signal. 

2.  Avoid  accidents  that  result 
from  running,  rough  play  on  the 
runways,  and  diving  boards. 

3.  Do  not  remain  in  water  un¬ 
til  you  are  chilled. 

4.  Do  not  swim  under  diving 
board  unless  the  board  Is  clear  of 
divers. 

5.  Li  cold  weather  dry  your  hair 
before  leaving  the  building. 

Infringements  of  any  of  the 
above  requisites  will  result  in  the 
loss  of  the  prlyllege  to  use  pool. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  new  girls, 
the  entrance  to  the  dressing  room 
is  In  the  basement.  The  maid  will 
take  your  card  and  give  you  a 
tank  suit  and  towel  which  you 
will  leave  In  a  container  when 
you  are  through.
